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VBT board approves dissolution 
of blended rate without comment

The Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees unanimously voted to dissolve 
the blended rate program that had been in 
place since 2003 without comment at its 
regular meeting on Jan. 18. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier was absent and 
excused. 

The item was placed on the Consent 
Agenda, which usually contains actions 
that need no discussion. 

The agenda item asked to consider 
dissolution of the blended rate program 
“per the Closed Session discussion of Dec. 
21,2021.” 

The budget implication notation said that 
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$408,000 would come from the Fiscal Year 
2022 budget and $408,000 from the Fiscal 
Year 2023 budget from Fire Wages — On 
Call (101-336-706-000). 

In a news release sent to the Independent 
a day before the Jan. 19 action, Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara was quoted as saying 
that the blended rate program cost the 
township $300,000 a year and the ending 
of the program would allow the township 
to hire three, full-time fire fighters. 

Deputy Supervisor Dan Selman said there 
are six employees now in the blended-rate 
program. 

In other business at the Jan. 18 meeting, 
the board:

Public Safety Director: Sumpter residents can warm up, cool down 


Sumpter Township Public Safety 
Director/Police Chief Eric Luke said the 
township offers a place for residents to 
warm up or cool down 24-hours a day, 
seven days a week. 

He said all they have to do is call (734) 
740-1530 and they will be let into the 
comfort of the Sumpter Community 
Center, 23501 Sumpter Rd., right across 
from township hall. 

The regular hours are Monday through 
Friday from 7 a.m. to 5 p.m., but it’s 
available after hours by request, Director 
Luke said. 

The township has been criticized for not 
posting this information on a sign in front 
of the building, but Director Luke said he 
doesn’t want people to think they can use 
the building only when the sign is up. 

He said he has posted the phone number 
on Nixle and Channel 12 local access that 
runs continually to let the residents know it 
is always open, if needed. 

Luke said the Community Center was 
designated a shelter under the township’s 
Emergency Operation Plan in 2015 and 
was first opened as an official warming 
center in April 2018 leading up to a 
dangerous cold spell forecast for the area. 


A Nixle message was sent out, which in 
turn automatically posted to the Sumpter 
Police Department website and both the 
police department and fire department 
Facebook pages, Luke said. 

It was again opened as a warming center 
in January 2019, leading up to another 
forecasted dangerous cold spell, he said. At 
that time, Sumpter Township was added to 
the warming center list kept by the Wayne 
County Department of Homeland Security 
/ Emergency Management, and it, in turn, 
furnishes information to regional media 
when an expected need arises, he said. 

Luke said at that time, Sumpter 
Township was one of 27 Wayne County 
municipalities on the list. A Nixle message 
was sent out (again with auto-posts to the 
other three locations). Same hours as above 
and continue to this day for both warming 
and cooling center, he said. 

Luke adds these other statements: 

e It was first opened as an official cooling 
center on or about July 21, 2019, leading 
up to excessive heat forecasted for our 
area. A public notification was made via 
the methods specified above and the sign 
in front of the community center. 

e Open as a warming center on or about 


Nov. 12, 2019. A public notification was 
made via the methods specified above and 
the sign in front of the community center. 

e Open as a cooling center on or about 
July 6, 2020, even though the community 
center was otherwise closed due to 
COVID. A public notification was made 
via the methods specified above and the 
sign in front of the community center. 

e Open again as a cooling center on or 
about July 15, 2020, for another round 
of excessive heat (again, Community 
Center otherwise closed due to COVID). 
Notification made same as above. 
Following this date, Luke said he believes 
that was the time he spoke at length at a 
board meeting about the center being open 
whenever needed as a warming or cooling 
center with no official announcement 
required. 

e Open as a warming center on or about 
Nov. 17, 2020 (Community Center still 
otherwise closed due to COVID). Luke said 
notification was put out on the typical sites 
as above but was not posted on the sign in 
front of the community center as, “We did 
not want the public to mistakenly think the 
only time it was open was when the sign

I’m writing this letter to you with a 
heavy heart concerning the COVID-19 
vaccination and my husband’s accidental 
death after receiving the shot.

Less than a month later Jim passed away 
in the hospital. He could no longer battle 
COVID-19 again. The COVID vaccination 
was too soon and too much for him. Jim 
should have been told to wait for at least 
90 days. 

Jim passed away from COVID. 

This was an accident. It never should 
have never happened. I’m sure this has 
happened to many others during this 
pandemic. 

I believe in you, “Mr. President.” You can 
make a difference for families who are now 
struggling, left behind with debts and grief. 

Most of us cannot afford a life insurance 
policy. Even if we did, most of the policies 
are so small that after a few months you 
realize you’re not going to make it. That’s 
me and many others like me. 

Accidental Death Life Insurance 
companies should be forced to add this to 
all their policies because that is what this 
was. This was an accident. The shot should 
have never happened. If you are admitted 
to a hospital after taking a COVID-19 shot 
within 90 days and die they should have 
to pay out on the policy due to national 
pandemic. 
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This should go back retroactive to the day 
this pandemic started in 2019. This change 
at the least will help those left behind 
who have these policies. If someone had 
an Accidental Death policy like this, the 
government should require policy holders 
to get paid within 30 days. (With proof 
of a COVID vaccine being given and a 
death certificate.) Even if the policy ended 
because the person is now deceased. 

This will also help all those who are filing 
in class-action lawsuits against COVID-19. 
Providing a shorter time for the help that is 
needed. 

Please talk to our legislators with your 
years of experience and knowledge. 
Make this happen for all Americans in 
this situation. I believe that you, “Mr. 
President,” have the power to change 
this loophole in our insurance forever by 
adding a requirement clause to pay out 
during emergency pandemics. 

Please make this possible.
